‘‘VETS" POISONED 
BY POOR HASH 


L E A V E N W O R T H , 
Ran., 
March 


25.— Nine hundred veterans of 
the 


National Soldiers’ H om e were poi­ 


soned by eating hash 
at breakfast 


and the condition of several 
hun­ 
dred of them is critical. 
No deaths 
have resulted, but the advanced age 
of most of the victims 
and 
their 
grave condition arouses fears of the 
most serious results. 
Ptomaine in the beef hash is the 
cause of the trouble. 
So far as is 
known, all of the v e t e r a n s ate hash 
at breakfast and only a small per­ 
centage escaped without at least be­ 
ing slightly ilk 
Several hours after breakfast one 
of the old soldiers suddenly became 
ill. 
W hile aid was being summoned 
another was stricken, and then, in 
quick succession, scores 
and 
then 
hundreds were affected. 
Ambulances, crowded 
with 
sick 
men. were rushed to the hospital, and 
before 
they could 
discharge 
their 
burdens dozens of others were await­ 
ing attention. 
The hospital soon was 
crowded to overflowing and the phy­ 
sicians 
and 
nurses 
were 
unable 
to 
minister to all who needed their help. 
The nature of the calamity con­ 
vinced the doctors that it was the re­ 
sult of something which the veterans 
bad eaten, and, although they were 
puzzled at first as to what treatment 
to give, the 
symptoms 
convinced 


them that the old soldiers were suf­ 
fering from ptomaine poisoning. 
A 
hurried examination of the food serv­ 
ed at breakfast revealed the cause of 
the trouble. 


O w in g to the rush at the hospital 
many of the sick men lay for hours 
with 
little attention. 
T h e 
doctors, 
working in frantic haste, were able 
to care for only a few before the 
condition of the others had become 
serious. 
The most aged patients re­ 
ceived first attention, but many of 
those were forced to wait for some 
time, which adds to the seriousness 
of their condition. 


There was an apparent effort on 
the part of the offiv-rs in charge of 
the home to suppress the real condi­ 
tion of affairs, and it was not until 
late that 
the 
seriousness of condi­ 
tion of the victims became known. 
Over the telephone an officer in 
charge of the hospital stated 
that 
none of the veterans was seriously ill. 
Most of them, he said, had been dis­ 
charged from the hospital after slight 
treatment. 
In spite of this, however, 
it was learned that hundreds are seri­ 
ously ill.

con hall colonists, resents the impu­ 
tation made by the coroner’s jury at 
Englewood 
Thursday 
night to 
the 
effect that the moral ideas of the col­ 
onists 
are 
advanced over those 
of 
the exclusive residents of the subur* 
ban city. 
He said in defense of his 
colony and himself, that the jury call­ 
ed to investigate the 
death at the 
Helicon hall fire of Lester Briggs had 
made 
unwarranted 
deductions 
from 
the answers he had given them, and 
had put to him questions assuming 
a condition of morals which did not 
exist among the colonists. 
Mr. Sinclair made his 
statement 
from his bed. 
He was found in the 
Hotel Cumberland, under the care of 
a trained nurse, and 
receiving the 
attention of Dr. William Fisher Grier. 
Mr. Sinclair’s foot, w'hich had been 
cut and burned by hot cinders the 
night of the fire, had become highly 
inflamed, so the physician said, and 
these precautionary 
measures 
had 
been taken against blood poisoning 
The head colonist had begun to use 
his foot too soon, and now he must 
remain in bed for several days. 
Resents Line of Inquiry 
“I want to state this as emphatical­ 
ly as I know how, that the Helicon 
home 
colony 
was not 
a free love 
community,” said MV. Sinclair when 
the questioning of the coroner’s jury 
was recalled to him. 
“ And you may 
add that I, as well as the other m e m ­ 
bers of the colony, resent the impu­ 
tation cast upon us by the questions 
put to some of us as witnesses last 
night at the inquest in 
Englewood. 
Th e line of questioning seemed to 
give the broad inference that

T h e jury also seemed to find sig­ 
nificance in the arrangement we had 
made for the accommodation of the 
workers on the third floor. 
W e wrerc 
greatly crowded for room. 
W e made 
little bedrooms in the big studio on 
the top floor by erecting partitions 
about ten feet high, and we had long 
curtains screening the rooms. There 
was as much privacy here as in any 
Pullman car, and certainly none of 
us ever gave a thought to the possi­ 
ble w rong i n t e r p o la t i o n that might 
be given the method of our accom mo­ 
dation.” 
M r. Sinclair added that from the 
time Helicon hall colonists moved in 
up to the day of the fire there had 
been much curiosity among the E n ­ 
glewood folk about the manner of 
their living. 
He had heard stories 
circulated about town to the effect 
that the colonists did not invite their 
friends among the townspeople be­ 
cause they had something they want­ 


ed to conceal. 
“ Last night w’hcn w e were called 
upon to face the coroner’s jury we 
all found a distinct air of hostility 
manifested toward us by the members 
of that body.

T hat living in glass houses is not sn 
idle dream is shown by F rank C. P er­ 
kins in the Technical W orld in an arti­ 
cle entitled “ Modern American Glass 
Houses.” Mr. Perkins says: 
“These buildings were designed by 
C. E. Eastm an, a well known architect 
of £>es Moines, la., whose idea of glass 
wall construction includes the use of 
milk white opalescent wire glass one- 
fourth of an inch thick securely fixed 
in tw o steel vertical divisions, which 
are parallel and laced together for the 
purpose of stiffening. These divisions 
are supported a t the floors by brackets 
riveted to the steel channels of the 
floor construction. 
“The w a l l-thus consists of tw o glazed 
screens separated by a foot of dead air 
space, which affords insulation against 
heat, cold or sound to as great an ex­ 
tent as would a solid brick wall of the 
same thickness.
